The primary reason for allowance is that the cited prior art does not show: an air 
impingement apparatus for compensating of curling tendency of a paper or a board 
web, wherein said apparatus an air impingement hood is connected to a source of hot 
air and a source of cold air configured to produce one following after the other, hot 
blowing with air from the source of hot air onto the web and cold blowing from the 
source of cold air onto the web (claim 34); a method for air impingement in order to 
compensate for the curling tendency of a paper or board web, wherein the web during 
or after is subjected to hot blowing with air followed by cold blowing with air (claim 49); a 
paper or board machine that includes a source of hot and cold blowing air and a dryer 
unit having an air impingement device for compensating of curling tendency of a paper 
or a board, wherein the web during or after drying is subjected to hot blowing with air 
following by cold blowing with air (claims 58, 67).
